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As their contribution to the Nation's war effort. Canadian farmers have been 


set increased quotas in most of the important items of agricultural production: 
more cows, hogs and sheep, larger volumes of hay and oats, greater all-round 
production. Yet the farmer has to meet this schedule with reduced numbers 
of farm workers, compared to peace times. He can only meet what is expected 


of him if he gets help from urban residents 


If you are in non-essential employment, if you can be spared for summer 
farm work without other important war production suffering, you should join 
the army of the land You can help agriculture. which means helping to 


carry our obligations as a member of the United Nations 


If you have only your vacation time to spare, then spend your holidays J 
working on a farm The change and exercise will be of benefit-and you will 
have the experience of knowing that you have contributed still further to the 


national welfare in these times of emergency
